fled in his car.

te r the officer is said to have learned 
th at Pike had returned to his home, 
and went there to arrest him. 
Mrs. Pike and a 
small 
daughter 
were witnesses to the beginning 
of 
the gun duel, they told 
authorities, 
but fled after the 
shooting started. 
Mrs. Pike notified authorities 
who 
reached the scene to find both 
men 
fatally wounded. 
Pike, according to his wife, was in 
bed asleep when the officer arrived. 
She said she didn't know which man 
fired first, and claimed th at she ran 
when she saw there was going to be 
trouble. 
Three bullets struck the officer, one 
passing through his lungs near

heart, and two others going through 
his body. 
Pike was shot through the 
left cheek and through the lungs.

FARMERS PLANNING 
TO PLANT TOO MUCH 


The slightly larger acreage of the 
principal crops, which it is indicated, 
farm ers intend planting this spring, 
is not desirable in view of the gener­ 
al agricultural outlook, but some of 
the shifts in 
acreage 
contem plated 
m ay be beneficial, according 
to 
an 
analysis of the intentions-to-plant re ­ 
port issued by the U. S. Bureau 
of 
A gricultural Economics. 
Farm ers’ plans to plant 
as 
much 
corn as last year would result in 
a 
continuation of the present level 
of 
corn prices. 
The intended reduction 
of about two per cent in acreage 
in 
the corn belt would still produce a 
larger crop than in 1926 if average 
yields art obtained. 
Intended 
increases of 
acreage of 
oats and barley would produce larger 
crops of these grains, and this is not 
considered 
desirable 
except 
where 
these grains are needed for feed 
to 
be used on the farms 
where 
produc­ 
ed. 
The slight changes intended in 
acreage of tarn hay and grain sorgh­ 
ums could not m aterially change the 
present m arket situation. 
The slight decrease 
in 
hard 
red 
spring wheat acreage appears desir­ 
able in view of the probable increase 
in harvested acreage of w inter wheat. 
In areas not well adapted to durum 
w heat farm ers should hesitate to re­ 
place hard spring wheat with durum, 
though it m ay pay to substitute some 
durum for cash oats or barley. 
Flax owners intend to reduce acre­ 
age, but it m ay be 
more 
profitable 
than other spring grains 
on 
lands 
that return good yields. 
The propos­ 
ed reduction in rice 
acreage 
seems 
desirable. 
Growers’ intentions to increase po­ 
tato acreage by 15 per cent with 
a 
favorable season 
and 
good 
yields 
m ight easily lead to 
a 
larger crop 


than can be sold at profitable prices. 
In the w estern states the intended in­ 
creases are most likely to have seri­ 
ous results if average yields are ob­ 
tained. 
The intended increase 
of 
nearly 
one-third in the sweet potato acre­ 
age over last year m ay result in ex­ 
cessive supplies in 
the south where 
moist-flesh types are grown. 
Sweet 
potato producers in the eastern coast 
states where the dry-fleshed type 
is 
grown do not intend to increase acre­ 
age, but may meet severe 
com peti­ 
tion from the southern regions. 
Changes in tobacco acreage as in­ 
dicated by farmers* expressed plant­ 
ing intentions are in general in line 
with the needs of the tobacco situa­ 
tion as presented in the Outlook Re­ 
port of January 28, 1927. An expan­ 
sion of acreage is indicated in 
the 
fluecured, M aryland, and certain ci­ 
g ar areas, whereas for all other areas 
farm ers indicat« that substantial de­ 
creases in acreage are contemplated. 
Peanut growers in all sections re­ 
port intentions to increase the acre­ 
age of this crop 38 per cent. 
While 
some increase in production of 
the 
Spanish and Runner type will prob­ 
ably prove 
profitable, it is 
doubtful 
whether a large crop could 
be sold 
except at considerably lower prices. 
Tht reduction of bean acreage 
of 
about 13 per cent for the country as 
a whole seems to be w arranted 
by 
the fact that during 
the past 
two 
years the acreage of beans was large 
enough 
to 
produce, 
with 
average 
yields and average 
quality, 
several 
million bushels above domestic 
re­ 
quirem ent.—Commercial Appeal.

URGES FIXING OF CROP I 
PRICE DV GOVERNMENT 


Springfield, 111., March 25.—Stab­ 
ilization of agriculture through Gov 
ernment price fixing and purchase of 
siurplus crops is proposed by E. T. 
Meredith, Secretary 
of 
Agriculture 
under Woodrow Wilson and now pub­ 
lisher of agricultural journals in Des 
Moines, Iowa. 
Meredith spoke here today 
before 
the meeting of faculties 
of Illinois’ 
five teachers' colleges and the Spring­ 
field Midday Luncheon Club. 
His plan consi.sts of 
appointment 
of a commission to fix prices for the 
ensuing year on each of the six ma­ 
jor crops—cotton, corn, w-heat, but­ 
ter, sugar and wool. 
If the consum­ 
er did not bid the price fixed by 
the 
Government, the 
commission would 
buy the crop at the end of the buying 
year, and the consumer would have 
to pay the price or do 
without 
the 
crop. 
The surplus would be purchased by 
a “guaranty fund”, to come 
either 
from the treasury or from a tax ap­ 
plicable only to producers of the six 
crops, thus makng the fund a “co­ 
operative insurance” plan. 
Farmers would know at 
planting 
time w-hat the harvest 
would bring, 
and the quantity would be determin­ 
ed by this price. There w-ould be lit­ 
tle over production as “high prices 
one year make over-production 
the 
next”, 
and 
with 
equitable prices, 
there would be only production suf­ 
ficient to meet demand. 
Meredith admitted the plan might 
be “objectionable” as a “departure”, 
but added that “it would seem a de 
parture 
from 
previous 
policies is 
needed”. 
He 
minimized hazards of 
weather as causes of agricultural de 
pression and declared that fluctuât 
ing prices are the immediate causes 
of agricultural depression. 
“Weather hazards”, he said, “are 
only hazards comparable to those at 
tendant in any other industry. Guar 
antee price and you guarantee 
pro 
iuction. 
“By raising and 
low-ering 
prices 
from year to year, a balance can be 
kept and continuous surpluses avoid 
d. 
The price of a given crop would 
be low enough so as to be attractive 
only to the aggregate number who 
could produce the quantity which ex 
perience of the previous year proved 
was desirable by the combined fore­ 
ign and domestic 
market; 
yet 
the 
price would be high enough 
to 
en­ 
courage 
farmer« 
to 
produce that 
quantity”. 
The six crops were chosen because 
they were most important, may 
be 
>tored and directly affect prices 
of 
other products. 
Corn, he said, would 
stabilize poik and 
beef 
production; 
butter, the dairy industry and sugar, 
now largely an import crop, could be 
grown in large areas in this country, 
hus absorbing surplus labor. 
After two or three years under the 
plan, he contended prices would 
be 
fixed in view of experiences based on 
actual results and according 
to 
the 
law of supply and demand. 
A tariff 
w-ould keep out imports until domes­ 
tic production was absorbed. 
“If the whole people pay, out 
of 
the treasury, any slight loss 
under 
the plan”, said Meredith, “it would be 
cheap method of insuring stablized 
orderly business for the entire coun­ 
try. If the farmers pay the loss from 
fund contributed by producers 
of 
the six crops, it is cheap ‘mutual in­ 
surance’ and a small fee to pay for 
nformation upon which they 
may 
safely and sanely plan operations, as 
against a lot of statistics 
regarding 
production, world’s needs, carry-over, 
etc., which no man can interpret. 
It would give the farm er oppor­ 
tunity, before 
planting, 
to 
judge 
whether he can afford to render the 
public the service of producing these 
crops, rather than finding at harvest 
that the price is lower than his cost 
of production, thereby depressing ag­ 
riculture and,

all other business”.

nose of one being about three inches 
from the other. 
“I was a little bothered, 
perhaps 
startled, and got up and looked in the 
glass, but the illusion vanished.

time, plainer, if possible, 
than 
be­ 
fore; and then I noticed that one of 
the faces was a little paler—say, five 
five shades—than the other. 
I 
got 
up, and the thing melted away, and I 
went off and in the excitement of the 
hour I forgot about it—nearly, but 
not quite, for the thing would once in 
a while come up and gave me a little 
pang as if something -uncomfortable 
had happened. 
“ When I w’ent home 
again 
that 
night, 1 told my w'ife about it, and a 
few days afterward I made the exper­ 
iment again, when, sure enough, the 
thing came back again; but I never 
succeeded in bringing the ghost back

TREATMENT FOR 
SHEEP FOOT ROT 


For 
many 
yeurs 
sheep 
raisers 
have dreaded troublesome affections 
in their flocks known as foot rot. The 
term as commonly used Includes two 
foot ailments. These are true or con 
taglous foot rot and a so-called foot 
rot or foot soreness. True foot rot 
la a highly contagious bacterial dls 
ease resulting from Infection of the 
feet with bacillus necrophorus. 
This disease Is characterised by In­ 
flammation of the foot and by fever, 
followed by ulceration, softening of 
the hoof, the formation of a fetid, pur­ 
ulent, sticky discharge of characteris­ 
tic odor, lameness and sometimes loss 
of hoof. The organism may even at­ 
tack the hones of the sheep. Travel­ 
ing becomes almost Impossible when 
two or more of the feet are Infected 
and death may result. 
Foot soreness, which Is less serious, 
is usually the result of mechanical In­ 
jury which breaks the akin and thus 
allows fllth and soil-borne Infectious 
organism entrance. Inflammation, ul­ 
ceration, and formation of pus may 
follow If the Infection Is disregarded, 
but It Is not contagious, like true foot 
rot 
The treatment for either foot rot or 
foot soreness consists of removing the 
affected sheep, paring away all dead 
horny growth from the hoof, remov­ 
ing all foreign material, and bathing 
the foot in an antiseptic solution. 
Powdered crystals of copper sul­ 
phate, commonly called blue vitriol or 
blue atone, may be dusted between the 
toes, or on the ulcer. 
Healing usually 
follows In a few days. 
Instead of powdered blue stone, 
some sheep raisers prefer a paste of 
equal parts of powdered blue vitriol, 
flowers of sulphur, and burnt alum 
mixed with enough lard, vaseline, or 
pine tar to make a paste. This la 
applied directly to the ulcers. 
Mass treatment of the flock is often 
desirable. For this use a water-tight 
trough 8 or 10 inches wide, 4 to 6 
Inches deep and about 8 feet long, 
placed between panels so the sheep 
can be forced to walk through a satu­ 
rated solution 
of copper sulphate 
about 2 inches deep In the trough.—0. 
8. Bell, in charge of sheep work at 
the Ohio experiment station. 


Good Mineral Mixtures 
Recommended for Pigs 
Various 
homemade

tures are recommended for pigs. The 
Purdue experiment station has had 
good success with the following : 
Ten 
pounds acid phosphate, ten pounds 
wood ashes and one pound of salt. 
The Ohio experiment station recom­ 
mends the following as very satisfac­ 
tory : 
Two pounds of ground lime­ 
stone, two pounds bone meal and one 
pound of salt. The Iowa station rec­

The leguminous hay, replacing part 
of the grain, supplies needed bulk to 
the ration and has a desirable laxa­ 
tive effect. 
It Is also beneficial be­ 
cause of the protein, mineral, and 
vltamlne content. Bright green, leafy 
alfalfa proved best. 
By feeding the uncut hay in slatted 
racks, covered to exclude rain and 
snow, the sows will be Induced to 
1 take the exercise which Is essential 
to the production of thrifty plga.

II. Blackbeard Takes to Piracy 
IN 1716 a certain Captain Teach, 
who had served an apprenticeship 
In lawlessness as a privateer out of 
Jamaica, "went on account." He was 
put in command of a sloop by the pi­ 
rate, Benjamin Hornlgold, and the two 
leaders set out from Providence for 
the American coast. 
In the West In­ 
dies they took their first prises, then 
continued on to the coast of Virginia, 
where they captured a fine French ves­ 
sel engaged In the Guinea trade. On 
this Teacli mounted 40 guns and re­ 
named it the Queen Anne’s Revenge. 
His first capture was a big ship 
named the Great Allen, which he plun­ 
dered and burned. 
Attacked by H. M. 
8. Scarborough, the pirate drove off 
the man-of-war after a sharp engage­ 
ment and continued on his way. His 
next victim was the sloop of the pi­ 
rate leader, MaJ. Stede Bonnet, whom 
Teach, In a high-handed manner, de­ 
prived of his vessel and pnt one of 
his own men In command. 
Blackboard's captures were number­ 
less. One of them was a ship bearing 
the curious name of the Protestant 
Caesar which Teach burned, not be­ 
cause of her name but because she 
was from Boston where a number of 
pirates had lately been hanged. He 
now turned to the Carolina coast, 
which had Just been suffering from 
ravages of Capt. Charles Vane. 
He capped the climax by sailing his 
fleet—he had three ships by this time— 
outside the port of Charleston, S. 
C., and capturing every vessel that 
tried to enter or leave port. On one 
of these were several prominent citi­ 
zens of the colony, whom Blackbeard 
held as hostages. Then he sent word 
to the governor of South Carolina that 
he was In need of medicines, and un­ 
less they were sent forthwith, every­ 
one of bis prisoners would be killed. 
There was some delay in acceding to 
his demands, and the pirate set about 
to put his threat into execution. For­ 
tunately, however, the medicine cheat 
arrived in tlrne to save their lives. 
Despite his many successes, Teach’s 
life was not a bed of roses. He had 
unruly men for his crews, and he had 
to rule them with an iron hand. 
There has been preserved from his 
Journal (he was a aomewhat literary 
pirate, too, it seems!) the following 
entries: “1718—Such 
a 
Day. Rum 
all out—Our Company somewhat sober 
—A d—d Confusion amongst us!— 
Rogues a-plotting—great Talk of Sep­ 
aration—so I look'd Sharp for a Prize. 
1718—Such a Day. Took one with a 
Great deal of Liquor on Board; ao 
kept the Company hot, d—d hot, then 
all Tilings went well again."

One will run his motor car onto the 
bottom of the corkscrew 
and cork­ 
screw his way up to the 
top, where 
he will level off and cross the river at 
such a height that steamships, War­ 


ships and other craft can churn the 
surface of the Mississippi directly be­ 
neath him without being hindered or 
delayed by the bridge’s existencee. 
Having reached the other side, he

Among the men of thought and of 
achievement to whom Missouri is in- 
debteded for a measure of her pro­ 
gress is Louis Houck, 
whose 
birth 
occurred eighty-six 
years 
ago this 
week on April 1, 1841. 
“Louis Houck represented the type 
of the intellectual pioneer”, says the 
Missouri Historical Review, in com­ 
menting on his life and services 
at 
the tim e of his death, February 
17, 
1925. 
“ Not a native of this state, 
but a citizen by choice, he chose 
to 
devote himself to 
those 
uncertain 
days following the Civil War, and la­ 
ter during the expansive eighties, 
to 
progress, first as a lawyer and then 
as a railroad builder. 
In 1869 when 
he went from St. Isiuis to Cape Gir­ 
ardeau to live, there were millions of 
acres of land in the southeast part of 
the state which were without other 
outlet 
for 
their products 
than the 
Mississippi river. 
Louis Houck rec­ 
ognized the need of Southeast Mis­ 
souri, and set about to work out 
its 
future. 
It was through his 
vision, 
that some five hundred miles of steel 
rails were finally laid, and that great 
section opened to trade”. 
Nor was it alone in the fields 
of 
railroad building and of law that Mr. 
Houck made valuable contributions to 
Missouri. 
As a historian and educa­ 
tor he also 
occupied 
a 
prominent 
place in the life of the State. 
From 1881 until 1908 he was en­ 
gaged in writing a 
history 
of 
the 
state from the earliest times until the 
year of statehood. 1821. This History 
of 
Missouri, published in three vol­ 
umes in 1908, is regarded as the most 
complete and authoritative work on 
colonial and territorial Missouri, and 
is by far the best interpretation 
of 
the early commonwealth. Mr. Houck’s 
second important contribution to Mis­ 
souri history is a documentary series 
of two volumes, The Spanish Regime 
in Missouri (1909), which is a care­ 
fully translated 
and 
edited 
work, 
based on' the Archives of the Indies 
at Seville in Spain. 
His other pub­ 
lished w’orks include: Law of the Me­ 
chanics Lien, (1864) 
and 
I^aw 
of 
Navigable Rivers, (1868). 
He 
also 
annotated the first fifteen volumes of 
the Missouri Reports. 
In 
the 
field 
of 
education 
Mr. 
Houck’s thought and effort of nearly 
half a century contributed materially 
to the building up of the Southeast 
Missouri State Teachers College 
of 
Cape Girardeau. 
From 
1884 
until 
his death in 1925, he was a member 
of the Board of Regents of that insti­ 
tution, serving for more than twenty- 
five years as president of the Board. 
Louis Houck was a resident of Mis­ 
souri for 57 years. 
He was born in 
Belleville, 111., ¿April 1* 1841, the son 
of Bartholomew and 
Anna 
(Senn) 
Houck. 
The family moved to a farm 
in 
Gasconade 
county, 
Missouri in 
1841, the year of Louis’ birth, and 2 
years later went to St. Louis, where 
in 1848, the elder Houck began 
the 
publication of a German newspaper. 
Returning to Illinois in 1849, he 
be­ 
came the editor 
of 
the 
Belleville 
Zeitung. 
The youthful Louis receiv­ 
ed much of his early education in his 
father’s printing office. 
In 1858, he 
entered the University of Wisconsin 
where he remained two years, return­ 
ing to Belleville in 1860 to establish 
the German Democrat. 
While editor 
of this paper he continued the study 
of law and in 1861 entered the law 
office of 
Judge 
Wliliam H. 
Under­ 
wood. 
He was admitted to the bar by 
the supreme court of Illinois in 1862. 
The year 1868 found Mr. Houck 
in 
St. Louis as assistant United States 
attorney. 
The 
following 
year 
he 
went to Cape 
Girardeau, 
and from 
this time until his 
death, Southeast 
Missouri was his home. 
He was married in December, 1872, 
to Miss 
Mary 
H unter 
Giboney of 
Cape 
Girardeau. 
They 
had 
three 
children, two daughters and 
a son. 
Mr. Houek died at his home at Cape 
Girardeau, February 17, 1925, There 
is perhaps no better summary of his 
life than that appearing in The Com­ 
munity 
for February, 1925— “ As 
a 
man Louis Houck is dead. 
As an in­ 
spiration he can never die”.

under Woodrow Wilson and now pub­ 
lisher of agricultural journals in Des 
Moines, Iowa. 
M eredith »poke here today 
before 
the m eeting of faculties 
of Illinois’ 
five teachers’ colleges and the Spring­ 
field Midday Luncheon Club. 
His plan consists of 
appointm ent 
of a commission to fix prices for the 
ensuing year on each of the six m a­ 
jor crops^-cotton. corn, w heat, b u t­ 
ter, sugar and wool. 
If the consum ­ 
er did not bid the price fixed by 
the 
Governm ent, the 
commission would 
buy the crop at the end of the buying 
year, and the consumer would have 
to pay the price or do 
without 
the 
crop. 
The surplus would be purchased by 
a “guaranty fund”, to come 
either 
from the treasury or from a tax ap 
plicahle only to producers of the six 
rops, thus makng the fund a “co 
operative insurance” plan. 
Farm ers would know a t 
planting 
tim e w hat the harvest 
would bring, 
and the quantity would be determ in­ 
ed by this price. 
There would be lit­ 
tle over production as “high prices 
one year make over-production 
the 
next” , 
and 
with 
equitable prices, 
there w’ould be only production suf­ 
ficient to meet demand. 
M eredith adm it'ed the plan m ight 
be “objectionable" as a “departure”, 
but added that “it would seem a de 
parture 
from 
previous 
policies is 
needed”.

A college diploma is 
a hindrance 
rath er than a help to a young 
man 
seeking a job, according to J. F. Hall- 
wachs, for seven years em ployment 
secretary of the Central Y. M. C. A. 
in Chicago. 
The “culture achieved in 
a university” he characterizes as 
a 
handicap. 
The objection 
to college 
men offered most frequently by Chi 
cago employers is their expectation 
of rapid advancement and 
of 
large 
salaries. 
This does not mean th a t 
in 
the 
end a college education is not a good 
investm ent. 
Tabulations, made 
by 
colleges and by other 
organizations, 
indicate beyond a reasonable 
doubt 
that a much larger 
percentage 
of 
places of preferm ent in most fields of 
employment go 
to 
college 
trained 
men than to those w ithout this train ­ 
ing. 
It cannot be dem onstrated in a 
particular case w hat any individual 
who has achieved a place of prom in­ 
ence might have 
done 
without 
the 
same educational preparation, 
but it 
is something more than a presum p­ 
tion that his preparation has been a 
factor of some im portance in his suc­ 
cess. 
For some college graduates the ne­ 
cessity of beginning at the 
bottom 
and at a rem uneration little if at all 
larger than could have 
been 
com­ 
manded four years 
earlier 
w ithout 
college training, is discouraging, and 
naturally so. 
But the m ajority, 
by 
adapting themselves 
to 
conditions 
which they are obliged to face and by 
m aking the m ost of 
an 
unpleasant 
situation, usually do better and

farther than those whose 
education 
stopped with high school or earlier.

In I860 when 
he went from St. Louis to Cape Gir­ 
ardeau to live, there were millions of 
acres of land in the southeast part of 
the state wrhich were without other 
outlet 
for 
their products 
than the 
Mississippi river. 
Ixiuis Houck rec­ 
ognized the need of Southeast Mis­ 
souri, and set about to work out 
its 
future. 
It was through his 
vision, 
that *ome five hundred miles of steel 
rails wfere finally laid, and that great 
section opened to trade”. 
Nor was it alone in the fields 
of 
railroad building and of law- that Mr. 
Houck made valuable contributions to 
Missouri. 
As a historian and educa­ 
tor he also 
occupied 
a 
prominent 
place in the life of the State. 
From 1881 until U>08 he was en ­ 
gaged in writing a 
history 
of 
the 
state from the earliest times until the 
year of statehood. 1821. This History 
of 
Missouri, published in three vol­ 
umes in l ‘.K)8, is regarded as the most 
complete and authoritative work on 
colonial and territorial Missouri, and 
is by far the best interpretation 
of 
the early commonwealth. Mr. Houck’s 
second important contribution to Mis­ 
souri history is a documentary series 
of two volumes, The Spanish Regime 
in Missouri (190*.*), which is a care­ 
fully translated 
and 
edited 
work, 
based on the Archives of the Indies 
at Seville in Spain. 
His other pub 
lished wrorks include: Law of the Me 
chanics Lien, (1864) 
and 
Ijiw 
of 
Navigable Rivers, (1868). 
He 
also 
annotated the fir>t fifteen volumes of 
the Missouri Reports. 
In 
the 
field 
of 
education 
Mr. 
Houck’s thought and effort of nearly 
half a century contributed materially 
to the building up of the Southeast 


i Missouri State Teachers College 
of 
Cape Girardeau. 
From 
1884 
until 
his death in 1925, he was a member 
of the Board of Regents of that insti­ 
tution, serving for more than twenty 
five years as president of the Board 
Louis Houck was a resident of Mis 
souri for 57 years. 
He was born in 
Belleville, 111., *April 1, 1841, the son 
of Bartholomew' and 
Anna 
(Senn) 
Houck. 
The family moved to a farm 
in 
Gasconade 
county, 
Missouri in 
1841, the year of I^ouis’ birth, and 2 
years later went to St. Louis, where 
in 1848, the elder Houck began 
the 
publication of a German newspaper 
Returning to Illinois in 1849, he 
be 
came the editor 
of 
the 
Belleville 
Zeitung. 
The youthful Louis receiv­ 
ed much of his early education in his 
father’s printing office. 
In 1858, he 
entered the University of Wisconsin 
w'here he remained two years, return 
ing to Belleville in 1860 to establish 
the German Democrat. 
While editor 
of this paper he continued the study 
of law and in 1861 entered the law 
office of 
Judge 
Wliliam H. 
Under­ 
wood. 
He was admitted to the bar by 
the supreme court of Illinois in 1862.
